The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 , and 
dependent claims 2-4 are allowed. Prior art fails to disclose combining a fiber having 
the characteristics listed in the claim with a reel having a barrel diameter between 100 
and 200 mm, where the fiber has a transmission loss of 0.25 dB/km at a wavelength of 
1550 after being wound, and an increase of a transmission loss of the fiber is 0.03 
dB/km or less after the fiber is wound on the reel at a length of approximately 25 km.
